Prays With Friends

ministers and had announced himself 
“ready to go to Glory.” 
As a deputy sheriff escorted the 
condemned maw into the court yard 
where (he gallows awaited, persons 
’n the crowd who climbed trees over­ 
looking the place of execution de­ 
scribed the event to the crow’ds below.

Washington.— More than $200,000,- 
000 of the tax saving proposed for 
this year in new revenue bill will go 
to the personal income tax payers. 
All of the income rates are slash­ 
ed and in addition the personal ex­ 
emptions are increased from $1,000 
to $1,500 for single 
persons 
and 
from $2,500 to $3,500 for married 
persons. 
The amount of income on which 
the 25 per cent credit for “earned 
income” may lo applied is increased 
from $10,odo to $20,000.
